named Guiseppe Grampa and, after 
a day's chase in the woods, both were 
captured and brought to 
this 
city. 


Doe was sentenced for life in state 
prison. 


Gouin, some time agp, was removed 


to the asylum and, while it -looked 
like a hopeless case, a good many 
people were of' the opinion' 'that the 
man would bear watching. 


Chapman" escaped once before, the 


last time in January, 1909,. and was 
captured at North Berwick, Me. 


This morning, the story is that one

watchman. down, took the keys and 
helped themselves to liberty.

St. Michaels, Md., June 2G.—The 


story of a crime unparalleled In this 
section of the country culminated when 
a man accused of the murder of May 
E. T. Woodill stood for a moment in 
a boat facing the men who had cor- 
nered him on the waters of a narrow 
creek, and then fired u bullet Into 
his heart, falling lifeless to the bottom 
of the skiff In which he had sought to 
escape. 


The girl had moved in the highest 


social circles of Baltimore; Washing- 
ton and Los Angeles, 
and been a 


protege of Lyman J. Gage and of 
former Governor Brown of this s,tate. 
But by taking his fate Into his own 
hands, the man known here as Emmet 
E. Roberts, hut who in reality was 
Robert Emmet 
Eastman, 
a 
failed 


member of the Consolidated exchange 
of New York, and who was accused 
of the murder, 
passed 
beyond the 


reach of the law and with his going 
there vanished the hope .of clearing 
up 'the motive and details 
of the 


crime.' 


A letter 
found 
upon Eastman's 


body, addressed to Miss Vinnie Brad- 
come, care of Klaw & Erlanger, the 
theatrical managers, 
iu New York, 


gave Eastman's poorly substantiated 
denial of the crime. 


According to the authorities, East- 


man, in whose company she last was 
^een alive, was responsible for the 
death of Mrs. Woodill. 
As for mo- 


tives, many have been advanced. That 
Eastman was infatuated with the gin 
was known. 
She in turn, It would 


seem, was fascinated by him and pos- 
sibly frightened by his attentions. 


Eastman evidently-- prevailed upon 


the girl to visit his farm, which was 
near that of her foster-father's, to 
see the new bungalow which he had 
built. 
The girl ntet Eastman Satur- 


day , was seen to leave- the McDanlel 
wharf in a launch with him, and on 
Wednesday her .nude body was found 
floating on^the surface of Rose creek, 
crudely tied to a rope and weighted 
with iron bricks. 


Mrs. Woodill. the wife of Gilbert 


Woodill, an automobile dealer In Los 
Angeles who had been on a visit to 
her relatives, had intended leaving in 
a few days to rejoin her husband, to 
whom she 
was 
ostensibly 
happily 


married. 
Jealousy, Induced by the 


fact that she was so soon to go away, 
Is strikingly foremost in the list ol 
theories. 
The crime may have been 


meditated or It may have been the re- 
sult of a sudden frenzy and attack in 
•the lonely bungalow. There were evi- 
dences of a struggle In the bungalow, 
a bloody sheet,, some blood stained 
boards, some half burned clothing, 
but the real story of the bungalow can 
never now be known. 


The meeting of Eastman and Mrs. 


Woodill, wherever and whenever it 
occurred, brought together two oddly 
suited 
figures, 
and -the. .tragedy 


brought to an end two. 'strange ca- 
reers . 
Mrs. Woodill, though , twice 


married, was but a girl, vlvacious-and 
petite, 
weighing 
only 
about • 100 


pounds. Where the girl sprang from, 
who her father was, and what should 
have been her proper station in life, 
are clothed, with much of the same 
deep mystery which surrounds the de- 
tails of her death. 


She was adopted by Colonel Charles 


H. Thompson, a well-to-do farmer 
of the eastern shore 
of 
Maryland, 


nineteen years ago, when she was 3 
years old. The baby was in the cus- 
tody of a Minneapolis street car con- 
ductor and his wife, who said they 
knew nothing of her parents. 


She marrigd Dr. Caswell of Boston 


before becoming of age. 
The mar- 


riage was annulled and, as Miss 
Thompson again, the girl was engaged 
to Harry Adams of Mount Vernon, N. 
Y. Meeting Woodill about this time, 
she married him instead.

foster-brother is said to have commit- 
ted suicide because of love for her.
